An informal meeting between Wu Ting- 
fang and Tang Shao-Yi, the leaders of the 
revolutionaries and the imperialists, re- 
spectively, at the peace conference, took 
place today, when Yuan Shi Kai's proposal 
to submit the future form of government of 
China to a special national assembly was 
considered. 

There is reason to believe that while in 
principle the revolutionaries agree to this 
proposal they are not ready to consent to 
the delay that Yuan Shi Kal urges because 
they fear the imperialists will take the op- 
portunity to strengthen their forces and 


finances.

Prince Min, who 
is wealthy, is now a Japanese subject and 
the Japanese consul is investigating the 
affair.

BERLIN, Dec. 27.—Thirty-six homeless 
men who sought with decayed smoked her- 
ring to add to the frugal meal of bread and 
soup served to them at the municipal lodg- 
ing house last night are dead. More than 
forty others are sick, several of whom are 
believed to be dying. 

The authorities are confident that the 
putrid fish are responsible. The partially 
completed autopsies appear to eubstantiate 
this view. All those known to have partaken 
of the fish are dead or in such condition as 
to be unable to throw light on the subject. 

It is ‘believed, however, that one of the 
victims found the fish in the garbage pile 
of a néafby market and divided them among 
his comrades. The men became sick early 
this morning, death following rapidly.

TELLS OF GRAFT 


He Paid Thousands to 
South Side Police. 


A. 


Killed“ Him, Although He 
Had Paid Others for Him. 


Charges that he paid thousands of dollars 
in tribute money to the police for protection 
for his disorderly hotels were made yester- 
day by lke Foster, a witness before the 
city civil service commission in the trial of 
five south side commanding officers. 

During Foster's graft recital, Inspector 
Wheeler, Capt. Harding, and! ‘euts. Enright, 
Prim, and Keleher, the men on trial, listened 
with the closest attention. 

The men involved in Foster's etory in- 
cluded Inspector Wheeler, Lieut. John Bon- 
field, and Detective ** Billy " McCarthy, both 
now dead, and Detective John Norton, desig- 
nated by the witness as the inspector's 
officia! collector.“ He also swore that In- 
spector Lavin tried to “shake him down” 
twelve years ago, when he was in the saloon 
business. 

With my partner, John Haley, Ie ambien: 
ed hotels at 47 Hubbard place and 304 South 
State street.“ the witness said. “I paid 
Lieut. Bonfield 8100 to ‘fix’ things and $12 
‘a week for each girl in the places. We were 
not molested for three years up to last June. 
We were in the Hubbard place hotel until 
then, when we were told to move farther 
south, and went to the South State place. 


Says Wheeler “Killed” Business. 
Later Norton and McCarthy came to 
see me and told me I would have to quit. I 
went to Inspector Wheeler's office and 
wanted to know why he was killing me after 
Il nad been paying protection money right 
along. He said: ‘Get the h—! out of mr 
office; you've got to quit business.’ Other

The witness declared that Norton told him 
that he [Norton] was the chief collector for 
the inspector, and that he had no right to 
pay money to any one else.

I saw him 
and Of.cer Daly there, and he played faro 
and roulette. Me is the most superstitious 
gambler I ever saw. He wouldn't let any 
one stand behind his chair."

Successful in First Step of Litigation—

The commission keeps an accurate 
account of all the business of every railroad 
of the state These accounts show that 
during the first five years of its existence 
the commission has reduced freight rates so 
that the freight actualfy carried costs the 
shippers less by $1,200,000 a year than it 
would have oost at the old rates. A simi- 
lar reduction in passenger rates amounts to 
about $800,000 a year.

Simply because the decrease in rates for 
freight and passengers was followed by an 
enormous increase in the amount of freight 
and number of passengers carried. 


Required to Pay Just Taxes. 


“It is not claimed that railroads are both 
making and keeping more money in Wiscon- 
sin than they did before the progressive 
legislation began. Indeed, they are making 
more, but keeping a smaller proportion of it. 
They age now @aying taxes the same as the 
people of Wisconsin on exactly what their 
property is worth. This they began to po in 
1904. Under the old political system vf un. 
equal taxation, in 1908, when thé railroads 
practically assessed themselves, they paid 
taxes in the state amounting to $1,711,000. 
Under the new system in 1900, when the 
state tax commission assessed them exact- 
ly like farms and other property, they paid 
$8,142,886. This was an increase of 88 per 
cent in the amount of their taxes. But dur- 
ing these same years the taxes of all rail- 
roads in the United States increased 47 per 
cent.

And, in 
addition, the complete publicity of the facts 
of physical valuation and of the profits that 
are earned on each line of product, whether 
excessive or reasonable, will have the effect 
of stimulating competition, or of bringing a

| Court Martial ordered for

FORTS WILL BE RAZED. 


Military Commanders May Do 
What They Deem Necessary 
to Restore Order.

ST. PETERGBURG, Dec. 27.—A semi-offi- 
cial statement, issued this evening, says that 
the Russias government, in view of “ acts 
of foolhardy aggression committed against 
the Rassian forces and institutions in Tabriz, 
Reshi, and Enzelt, sometimes followed by 
brutal torture of the wounded and base out- 
rages against the dead,” has decided that 
the severest punishment of the guilty is mar- 
ited, and Russian commanders, in conjuno- 
tion with Russian consuls, are instructed to 
adopt the most stringent measures. 

These measures, set forth m the statement. 
include the arrest and trial by courtmartial 
of all participants in the attacks, the dis- 
armament of the Fidais and other troudle- 
some elements, destruction of places where 
resistance might be offered, and whatever 
elze is deemed necessary to reéstablish order 
and secure the chastisement of the offenders. 


as Telephone Line Cut. 

The latest reports from Tabriz announce 
that the telephone line to Julfa has been 
cut. Julta is a small town in Transcaucasia 
on the Aras river, less than a hundred miles 
from Tabriz. It was from thie point that 
the Russian reinforcements were dispatched 
to Tabris several days ago. 

About 200 Caucasian Fidais, including a 
number of leaders, fied that night to Kara- 
dagh, with the intention, it is believed, of 
crossing the Russian frontier. A Russian 
guard has been placed over the Russian 
bank, and the citadel over which the Kus- 
sian flag flies, is occupied by a Russian rifie 
regiment. 3 


Anti-Constitution Riot. 

TABRIZ. Persia, Dec. 27.—A mob of reac- 
tionaries, after demonstrating against the 
constitution in the streets of Tabriz today, 
destroyed the building of the Constitutional 
club. They then proceeded to the residence 
of Shus-ed-Dowleh, a former cabinet min- 
ter, and requested him to assume the ad- 
ministration of the province of Azerbaijan.

Washington Refuses, to Take Action 
Seriously; Expects a Treaty. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dee. 27.—A supple- 
mentary legisietive proposal of a frankly 
prohibitive character was introduced by the 
Nationalists into the duma today. It is aimed 
directly at the United States. 

According to the terms of the proposed en- 
actment American citizens of the Jewish re- 
gion are to be totaly excluded from Rus 
sia and in the second place customs duties 
are to be raised by 100 per cent unless the 
Russian normal schedule is lower than the 
American In thet case a duty equaling the 
American duty will be collected. 

The author of the bill states that the last 
provision is necessary in order to deal with 
the import of American agricultural ma- 
chinery.

Washington, D. C., Dec, 27.—Except as in- 
dicating the extent of Russian resentment 
at the action of the United States in abro- 
gating the treaty of 1832, the introduction 
in the duma today of the bill attacking the 
American rt trade with Russia is not 
regarded with much concern jn official circles 
here. Even if the measure should be adopt- 
ed by the dume it would require the ap. 
proval of the imperial council and of the 
emperor himself to become law. In that 
case it could not take effect before Jan. 1, 
1913, because of the continuance until that 
date of the present treaty, with its favored 
natlon clause. 

Indjcations are that negotiations for a 
new treaty will not be undertaken seriously 
before September.

Oatmeal Puddings. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE renowned and much quoted (but un- 

doubtedly mythical) Mrs. Glasse, in The 

Art of Cookery Made Plain and Easy 

which was published back somewhere in 

the eighteenth century—has five recipes 

for ‘oatmeal pudding. One of these is a “ hasty 

pudding.“ which term, I am inclined to believe, 

was first applied to an oatmeal mush rather 

than to one of coinmeal. She advises that it 

be eaten with wine and sugar or ale and sugar 
and cream. 

Few or almost no modern cook books have 

recipes for oatmeal puddings. The following 


pudding I like much better than the apple 


tapioca, which it resembles, and imagine that 
many who do not care for the latter would like 
the apple and oatmeal. The pudding has much 
the game jellylike consistency and is good 
whether cold or hot and easy to make. 

Applé and Oatmeal Pudding. Soak tour 
tablespoons of steel cut oatmeal in one pint of 
boiling water for three hours. Add two large 
apples, sliced, one cup of sugar, one table- 
spoon of flour, and a pinch of salt—a good big 
one. Bake in a buttered dish for half an hour 
or more. Serve with milk or cream or butter 
and sugar. b 


Another modern e which 1 have not tried 
ig the following: 

Oatmeal Pudding.—Mix two ounces of fine 
steel cut or Scotch oatmeal in one-half teacup 
of sweet milk; add to it two teacups of boiling 
sweet milk. Sweeten to taste and stir over the 
fire for ten minutes, then add two ounces of 
sifted bread.~crumbs; stir until stiff, then add 
two tablespoons of butter and one or two well 
beaten eggs. Flavor with nutmeg and bake in 
a buttered dish in a moderate oven for one 
hour. 

Some one may be interested in Mrs. Glasse’s 
recipes, which I mean to try some day but have 
not as yet. I think there are possibilities in 
fhem, but they are designed for large families 
and will have to be divided by four or six for 
the use of the modern small family; which only 
now and then numbers over four—father and 
mother and all. 

An Oat Pudding.—oOf oats decorticated take 
two pounds and new milk enough to drown it, 
eight ounces of raisins of the sun stoned, an 
equal quantity of currants neatly picked, a 
pound of sweet suet finely shred, six new laid 
eggs well beaten, season with nutmeg, beaten 
ginger, and salt; mix it well together; it will 
make a better pudding than rice. 

Two other recipes are given with a variation 
of a trifie peculiar sort to distinguish them 
from the last one at least, which was obviously 
boiled, as many English puddings are. 

To Bake an Oatmeal Pudding.—Boil one quart 
of water, season it with a little salt; when the 
water boils, stir in the oatmeal until it is so 
thick you cannot easily stir your spoon; then 
take it.off the fire, stir in two spoonfuls of 
brandy or a gill of mountain, and sweeten it to 
your palate, Grate in a little nutmeg and stir 
in one-half pound of currants, clean washed 
and picked; then butter a pan, pour it in, and 
bake it one-half hour. 

To Make an Oatmeal Pudding.—Take one pint 
of fine oatmeal, boil it in three pints of new 
milk, stirring it until it is as thick as a hasty 
pudding; take it off and stir tn one-half pound 
of fresh butter, a little beaten mace and nut- 
meg, and a gill of sack; then beat up eight 
eggs, half the whites, stir all well together, 
lay puff paste all over the dish, pour on the 
pudding, and bake it one-half hour. Or you 
may boll it with a few currants. 

While these old recipes contain some obso- 
lete terms there is yet enough in them from 
which one who has time to experiment to work 
out several new recipes.

DR. EGAN AS “THE STATE BOARD.” 
Bvanston, III., Dec. 26.-—[Editor of The 
Tribune.J—In the Journal of the American 
Medical As¢octation for last Saturday Dr. 
James A. Egan announces that the state 
board of health will hold an examination for 
applicants for Meense to practice medicine 
at the Coliseum, Jan. 17-10. It is puzzling the 
physicians of the state to understand how 
one man can be properly called a “ board of 
health,” especially when the statutes say 
that the board shall consist of seven mem- 
bers. The statutes further say that a ma- 
jority shall constitute a quorum. The ex- 
| amination shall be by the board. and not 
simply under the auspices of the board. 

At present there is no béard, and there 
geems to be no probability of there being a 
legal board before the time set for the ex- 
amination. The terms of five have already 
expired, and four of these have resigned. 
Jan. 1 there will be another vacancy, leaving 
‘only one legal member. 

Unless new appointments are made before 
that time no legal examination can be held. 
Any license granted under such conditions 
would de legal, and therefore confer no 
ta vor. When a new board sha!! be appointed 
it could not legally recognize this fake ex- 
amination, but must reéxamine each appli- 
pcant. This means that if the examination 
shall be held it will involve needless waste 
of money for the state, aside from annoy- 
ance to the applicants. This adds a new com- 
plication to the many which have accumu- 
lated relative to the fll smelling conditions 
around the state board of bealth office.
